through Ibe divine goodness, to' promote a spirit 
of prayer, causing us thereby to inlbibe the fervour 
of their spkit, -and theideep piety of their hearts : 
and that we ' may becomiS m^e Acquainted with 
the transcendent excdletlc^ '^n^ the exquisite 
beauty of tkh HolySbripthres, and be enabled to 
gather into our bosonis thosJe Hch spirituial eonsD- 
lations which lie infolded in eve^y portion of tifie 
Word of God. 

That seeing what mighty deliveremces, and 4?hat 
an immensity of blessings have been obtldned, 
even by individuals, through the medium of be- 
lieving prajrer, and the numerous enconragemeiits 
which are held out to us by their example, to

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Prayer will usher in that bright and glorious 
tftonmig— that morning without clouds^ when the 
Lord shall come to ' be glorified in bis saints in 
fte great miHenial dky, — when the Wonders of 
redeeming grace, shall shine forth in all their 
splendour and glory, — when our eyes shall ^ see 
tite hhtg. in his beauty: when the glorious 
Lord 'will be unt6 us a plac6 of broad rivers 
and streams/' Yes, that bright and glorious 
^kty'wSF be precedM fay a great outpouring 
tff the ^<4y Spirit, teaching all the families 
eif the earth to eaH upon the Lord for the mani- 
ftstt^n of his grace ^knd of his glory. It will 
not be ^ in thU Aky' 6f Pentecost, when a few 
were m^ together ih 6ne place, and with one ac- 
eoid^ butibere wiltbe a multitude who wiU meet 
<log€ftlier- in tdl places, in the unity of the Spirit, 
who^shiLll'caH upcfti the name of the Lord. Then 
^^ 6!ii8Jl!^%e revealed the abundance of peace and 
feil^,^''and the '^ Ijugdoms of iJit^ world shall be- 
t^ohife the kingdOTa of our L^rd, aiid of his dhiht ;'' 
flkl' the unceasing prayer of all' who 16ok for his 
li^afrttnce is, '* Even so. Come Lord Jesus.'' 
' ' As the advantages of prayer aire so num^us, 
hud the blessings which it obtains are so ex ten- 
iiYb, how highly ought we to appreciate the 
gracious inflaences of the Holy Spirit who can 
alone teach us to pray. And let those who are 
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liying in neglect of prayer know that they are 
ddspieing the riches of his grace, who by precept 
and example taught^ that " men ought always 
to pray and not to faint." And those who are 
restraining prayer before Ood, that they are 
wounding their own souls and causing their spi- 
ritual enemies to triumph over them. Let us re- 
member that if there be any known guile in oar 
hearts God will not hear us* Amalek will as- 
suredly prevail, unless the polluted garment, and the 
wedge of gold be removed away from us. May 
we cultivate a spirit of prayer, and then we shall 
find ourselves on all occasions turning to our Ood, 
and holding sweet communion with him. 

The advantages of prayer are so admirably 
described by Bish<^ Hall, that they are here 
given in his own words : 

'* He, that can truly pray, can never be truly 
miserable. Of ourselves, we lie open to all evils : 
our rescue is from above : and what intercourse 
have we with heaven, but by our prayers ? Our 
prayers are they that can deliver us from dangers, 
avert judgments, prevent mischiefs, procure bless- 
ings ; that can obtain pardon for our sins, furnish 
us with strength against temptations, mitigate 
the extremity of our sufferings, sustain our infir- 
mities, raise up our dejectedness, increase our 
graces, abate our corruptions, sanctify all good 
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things to VIA, sweeten the bittemesa of our tfflio* 
tions^ open the windows of heaven^ shut up the 
bafs of deaths vanquish the power of helL Pray 4 
and be both safe and happy/' 

From a careful examination of the numerous 
examples whieh are presented to as, of the power 
and eflBcacy of believing pvayier, and o£ the in* 
estimaUe blessings which (through the Redeem- 
er's iatereession) it has obtained, we are taught 
that in answer to our earnest supplications^ the 
Lord invariabfy bestows (though not always ac- 
cording to our hopes and anticipations) abun^ 
dantly mo9^ than we ask or think ; and that by 
attentively watching the operations of his hand 
in answer to our supplications, by observing these 
things, even we diall understand the loving^kind- 
nesa of the Lord. 

When we think how considerable a portion 
of the Word of Ood is exclusively on the subject of 
prayer, and when it is remembered that the Prayers 
of Enoch who walked with God, of Joseph whose 
'' bow abode in strength,'^ and of a numerous com- 
pany of the holy and honourable of the Lord, which 
are not recorded, we may be allowed to adopt that 
grand and sublime figure which St. John employed 
in reference to the works of our gracious Redeemer, 
that there are also many other prayers, " the 
which if they should be written every one, I sup- 
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(eiifaM) eitenthe- World itself would not contain 
Ilhe bo(^ thiit jshoirtd be written.'' 
' .dm concluding these few remarks^ it is fervently 
litrpfid that the divine blessing may crown Ibe 
sending. Jbrth <»f " thie Achievements of Pray^/' 
that it mayiiefieesh and animate the Lord's people, 
that it mny hdcre-^ tisidency not only to enkin- 
dle the tfiaobbe of^ipei^sonal piety » not only to 
oonfiirin md strengthen the feeble knees ; but to 
expand and' brighten tbat flame of devotion which 
still burns but dimly on the altar of many a 
heart which has been presented as a sacrifice to 
the Lord ; and of establishing the Believer in the 
delightful assurance that the Lord is the hearer and 
answerer of believing Prayer. And above all, that 
it may be instrumental in awakening an earnest 
desire, which shall cause us to cry mightily unto 
the Lord for that abundant out- pouring of the 
Holy Spirit, which shall ** fill the Earth with the 
knowledge of the glory of the Lord, as the Waters 
cover the Sea." 

As the first thought of this work was suggested 
to the mind of the compiler several years ago, when 
hearing a Sermon on Prayer, surely to the Lord alone 
the praise should be given. Now therefore, O 
gracious Lord ! as thou hast not permitted this 
thought to return to thee void, but hast accomp- 
lished with thy hand what thou hast caused to be 
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4^fed by the heart, graciously look upon this 
portion of thy own Word, — own and bless it, and 
ip^ke it an abundant blessing to thy Church and 
P$o|de, and allow it to be presented to Thee at the 
footstool of thy throne of grace, as a memorial of 
thy loving*kindnes8, of thy condescension, and of 
thy love to one who is " not worthy of the least of 
all the mercies, and of all the truth which thou 
bast shewed to him !" " May its defence be the 
munition of rocks," and may its *' covert be, the 
shadow of thy wings."

Abraham, and God of my father Isaac, the 
Lord which saidst unto me. Return unto thy 
country, and to thy kindred, and I will deal 
well with thee : I am not worthy of the 
least of all the mercies, and of all the 
truth, which thou hast showed unto thy 
servant ; for with my staff I passed over 
this Jordan ; and now I am become two 
bands. Deliver me, I pray thee, from the 
hand of my brother, from the hand of Esau : 
for I fear him, lest he will come and smite 
me, and the mother with the children. And 
thou saidst, I will surely do thee good, and 
make thy seed as the sand of the sea, which 
cannot be numbered for multitude. 

THE ANSWER TO JACOB'S PRAYER. 
Genesis xxxiii. 1 — 11. 

And Jacob lifted up his eyes, and looked, 
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and behold, Esau came, and with him 
four hundred men. And he divided the 
children unto Leah, and unto Rachel, and 
unto the two handmaids. And he put the 
handmaids and their children foremost, 
and Leah and her children after, and 
Rachel and Joseph hindermost. And he 
passed over before them, and bowed him- 
self to the ground seven times, until he 
came near to his brother. 

And Esau ran to meet him, and embraced 
him, and fell on his neck, and kissed him : 
and they wept. And he lifted up his eyes, 
and saw the women and the children ; and 
said. Who are those with thee ? And he 
Said, The children which God hath gra- 
ciously given thy servant. Then the hand- 
maids came near, they and their children, 
and they bowed themselves. And Leah also 
with her children came near, and bowed 
themselves: and after came Joseph near 
and Rachel, and they bowed themselves. 
And he said. What meanest thou by all 
this drove which I met? And he said. 
These are to find grace in the sight of my 
lord. And Esau said, I have enough, my 
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brother ; keep that thou hast unto thyself. 
And Jacob said. Nay, I pray thee, if now 
I have found grace in thy sight, then re- 
ceive my present at my hand : for therefore 
I have seen thy face, as though I had seen 
the face of God, and thou wast pleased 
with me. Take, I pray thee, my blessing 
that is brought to thee ; because God hath 
dealt graciously with me, and because I 
have enough. And he urged him, and he 
took it. 



THE PRAYER OF JACOB. 
Genesis xxxii. 26. 

And Jacob said, I will not let thee go, 
except thou bless me. 

THE LORD'S ANSWER. 
Genesis xxxii. 27, 28 — 30. 

What is thy name ? And he said, Jacob. 
And he said, Thy name shall be called no 
more Jacob, but Israel : for as a prince hast 
thou power with God and with men, and 
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hast prevailed. And he blessed him there. 
And Jacob called the name of the place 
Peniel : for I have seen God face to face, 
and my life is preserved.

Exodus iL 23. 

And the children of Israel sighed by 
reason of the bondage, and they cried, and 
their cry came up unto God by reason of 
the bondage.

And God heard their groaning, and God 
remembered his covenant with Abraham, 
with Isaac, and with Jacob. And God 
looked upon the children of Israel^ and 
God had respect unto them. 

Exodus iii. 7 — 9. 

And the Lord said unto Moses, I have 
surely seen the affliction of my people 
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which are in Egypt, and have heard their 
cry by reason of their taskmasters ; for I 
know their sorrows ; and I am come down 
to deliver them out of the hand of the 
Egyptians, and to bring them up out of 
that land unto a good land and a large, 
unto a land flowing with milk and honey. 
Now, therefore, behold, the cry of the 
children of Israel is come unto me ; and 
I have also seen the oppression wherewith 
the Egyptians oppress them.

Then the Lord said unto Moses, Now 
shalt thou see what I will do to Pharaoh ; 
for with a strong hand shall he let them 
go, and with a strong hand shall he drive 
them out of his land. And God spake 
unto Moses, and said unto him, I am the 
Lord: and I appeared unto Abraham, 
unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, by the name 
of God Almighty, but by my name Jeho- 
vah was I not known to them. And I 
have also established my covenant with 
them, to give them the land of Canaan, 
the land of their pilgrimage, wherein they 
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were strangers. And I have also heard 
the groaning of the children of Israel, 
whom the Egyptians keep in bondage; 
and I have remembered my covenant* 
Wherefore say unto the children of Israel, 
I am the Lord, and I will bring you out 
from under the burdens of the Egyptians, 
and I will rid you out of their bondage, 
and I will redeem you with a stretched 
out arm, and with great judgments ; and 
I will take you to me for a people, and I 
will be to you a God : and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord your God, which 
bringeth you out from under the burdens 
of the Egyptians. And I will bring you 
in unto the land, concerning the which I 
did swear to give it to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob ; and I will give it you for 
an heritage : I am the Lord. 

THE SONG OF MOSES, IN THE DAY THAT 
THE LORD DELIVERED ISRAEL OUT 
OF THE HAND OF THE EGYPTIANS. 

Exodus xv. 1 — 21. 

Then sang Moses and the children of 
Israel this song unto the Lord, and spake. 
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saying, I will sing unto the Lord, for he 
hath triumphed gloriously : the horse and 
his rider hath he thrown into the sea. 
The Lord is my strength and song, and he 
is become my salvation : he is my God, 
and I will prepare him an habitation ; my 
father's God, and I will exalt him. The 
Lord is a man of war : the Lord is his 
name. Pharaoh's chariots and his host 
hath he cast into the sea : his chosen cap- 
tains also are drowned in the Red sea. 
The depths have covered them: they 
sank into the bottom as a stone. Thy 
right hand, O Lord, is become glorious in 
power: thy right hand, O Lord, hath 
dashed in pieces the enemy. And in the 
greatness of thine excellency thou hast 
overthrown them that rose up against 
thee : thou sentest forth thy wrath, which 
consumed them as stubble. And with the 
blast of thy nostrils the waters were ga* 
thered together, the fioods stood upright 
as an heap, and the depths were congealed 
in the heart of the sea. The enemy said, 
I will pursue, I will overtake, I will divide 
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the spoil ; my lust shall be satisfied upon 
them ; I will draw my sword, my hand 
shall destroy them. Thou didst blow 
with thy wind, the sea covered them : 
they sank as lead in the mighty waters. 
Who is like unto thee, O Lord, among 
the gods? who is like thee, glorious in 
holiness, fearful in praises, doing won- 
ders ? Thou stretched st out thy right 
hand, the earth swallowed them. Thou 
in thy mercy hast led forth the people 
which thou hast redeemed: thou hast 
guided them in thy strength unto thy 
holy habitation. The people shall hear, 
and be afraid ; sorrow shall take hold on 
the inhabitants of Palestina. Then the 
dukes of Edom shall be amazed ; the 
mighty men of Moab, trembling shall 
take hold upon them ; all the inhabitants 
of Canaan shall melt away. Fear and 
dread shall fall upon them ; by the great- 
ness of thine arm they shall be as still as 
a stone; till thy people pass over, O Lord, 
till the people pass over, which thou hast 
purchased. Thou shalt bring them in^ 
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and plant them in the mountain of thine 
inheritance^ in the place, O Lord, which 
thou hast made for thee to dwell in, in 
the Sanctuary, O Lord, which thy hands 
have established. The Lord shall reign 
for ever and ever. For the horse of Pha- 
raoh went in with his chariots and with 
his horsemen into the sea, and the Lord 
brought again the waters of the sea upon 
them ; but the children of Israel went on 
dry land in the midst of the sea. 

And Miriam the prophetess, the sister 
of Aaron, took a timbrel in her hand ; and 
all the women went out after with tim- 
brels and with dances. And Miriam an- 
swered them. Sing ye to the Lord, for he 
hath triumphed gloriously ; the horse and 
his rider hath he thrown into the sea. 



THE PRAYER OF MOSES. 
Exodus xv, 23, 25. 

And when the children of Israel came 
to Marah, they could not drink of the 
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waters of Marah, for they were bitter; 
therefore the name of it was called Marah. 
And Moses cried unto the Lord. 

THE ANSWER TO MOSES' PRAYER. 

Exodus xy. 25. 

And the Lord showed him a tree, which 
when he had cast into the waters, the 
waters were made sweet. 



BY THE HOLDING UP OF MOSES" 
HANDS, AMALEK IS OVERCOME. 

Exodus xTii. 11, 13. 

And it came to pass, when Moses held 
up his hand, that Israel prevailed: and 
when he let down his hand, Amalek pre- 
vailed. 

" 'But Moses' hands were heavy ; and they 
took a stone, and put it under him, and he 
sat thereon ; and Aaron and Hur stayed up 
his hands, the one on the one side, and the 
other on the other side ; and his hands were 
steady until the going down of the sun. 
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And Joshua discomfited Amalek and his 
people with the edge of the sword. 



THE PRAYER OF MOSES, 
Exodus xxxii. 7 — 13. 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Go, get 
thee down; for thy people, which thou 
broughtest out of the land of Egypt, have 
corrupted themselves: they have turned 
aside quickly out of the way which I com- 
manded them: they have made them a 
molten calf, and have worshipped it, and 
have sacrificed thereunto, and said. These 
be thy gods^ O Israel, which have brought 
thee up out of the land of Egypt.

wilt send with me. Yet thou hast said, 
I know thee by name, and thou hast also 
found grace in my sight. Now, therefore, 
I pray thee, if I have found grace in thy 
sight, show me now thy way, that I may 
know thee, that I may find grace in thy 
sight ; and consider that this nation is thy 
people. 

THE LORD'S ANSWER.

My presence shall go with thee, and I 
will give thee rest. 

Exodus xxxiii. 1&, 16. 

And Moses said. If thy presence go not 
with me, carry us not up hence. For 
wherein shall it be known here, that I and 
thy people have found grace in thy sight ? 
is it not in that thou goest with us ? So 
shall we be separated, I and thy people, 
from all the people that are upon the face 
of the earth.

And Miriam and Aaron spake against 
Moses, and the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against them ; and the cloud de- 
parted from oflF the tabernacle ; and be- 
hold, Miriam became leprous, white as 
snow. And Aaron said unto Moses, I 
beseech thee lay not the sin upon us, 
wherein we have done foolishly, and 
wherein we have sinned. 

And Moses cried unto the Lord, saying.

And the Lord said unto Moses, How 
long will this people provoke me? and 
how long will it be ere they believe me, 
for all the signs which 1 have shewed 
among them ? I will smite them with the 
pestilence, and disinherit them, and will 
make of thee a greater nation and mightier 
than they. And Moses said unto the 
Lord, Then the Egyptians shall hear it, 
(for thou broughtest up this people in thy 
might from among them;) and they will 
tell it to the inhabitants of this land : for 
they have heard that thou Lord art among 
this people, that thou Lord art seen face to 
face,^ and that thy cloud standeth over 
them, and that thou goest before them, by 
day time in a pillar of a cloud, and in a 
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pillar of fire by night. Now if thou shalt 
kill all this people as one man, then thee 
nations which have heard the fame of the 
will speak, saying, because the Lord was 
not able to bring this people into the land 
which lie sware unto them, therefore he 
hath slain them in the wilderness. 

And now, I beseech thee, let the power 
of my Lord be great, according as thou hast 
spoken, ^saying. The Lord is long sufiering 
and of great mercy, forgiving iniquity and 
transgression, and by no means clearing 
the guilty, visiting the iniquity of the 
fathers upon the ^children unto . the > third 
and fourth generaftion. Pardon, I beseiech 
thee, the iniquity of this .people according 
unto the greatness of thy mercy, and as 
thou hast forgiven this people, from Eg3rpt 
even until now. 

THE LORD'S ANSWER; 
Numbers xiv. 20, 21. . 

And the Lord said, I haVe pardoned ^ac* 
cording to thy word ; but as truly as I liv^. 
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all the earth shall be filled with the glory 
of the Lord. 



THE PRAYER OF MOSES AND AARON, 
OCCASIONED BY THE REBELLION OF 
KORAH, DATHAN, AND ABIRAM, 

Numbers xvi. 20 — 22. 

And the Lord spake onto Moses and 
unto Aaron,' saying,' Separate yourselves 
from among this congregation, that I may 
consume them in a moment. 

And they fell upon their faces, and said, 
O God> the God of the spirits of all flesh, 
shall one man stn, and wilt thou be wroth 
with all the congregation ? 

THE LORD'S ANSWER. 
Numbers xvi. 23 — 32. 

And the Lord spake, unto Moses, sayingn 
Speak unto the congregation, saying, Get 
you up from about the tabernacle of Ko- 
rah, DathaUi and Abiram. And Mosea 
rose up and went unto Dathan ai»l Abi* 
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ram; and the elders of Israel followed 
him. And he spake unto the congrega- 
tion, saying. Depart, I pray you, from the 
tents of these wicked men, and touch no- 
thing of theirs, lest ye be consumed in all 
their sins. So they gat up from the taber- 
nacle of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, on 
every side : and Dathan and Abiram came 
out, and stood in the door of their tents, 
and their wives, and their sons, and their 
little children. And Moses said. Hereby 
ye shall know that the Lord hath sent 
me to do all these works; for I have 
not done them of mine own mind. If 
these men die the common death of all 
men, or if they be visited after the visita- 
tion of all men ; then the Lord hath not 
sent me. But if the Lord make a new 
thing, and the earth open her mouth, and 
swallow them up, with all that appertain 
unto them, and they go down quick into 
the pit ; then ye shall understand that these 
men have provoked the Lord. And it 
came to pass, as he had made an end of 
speaking all these words, that the ground 
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clave asunder that was under them. And 
the earth opened her mouth, and swallow^ 
ed them up, and their houses, and all the 
men that appertained unto Korah, and all 
their goods. They and all that appertain- 
ed unto them went down alive into the 
pit, and the, earth closed upon them, and 
they perished from among the congrega- 
tion.

And they journeyed from mount Hor by 
the way of the Red sea, to compass the 
land of Edom : and the soul of the people 
was much discouraged because of the way. 
And the people spake against God, and 
against Moses, Wherefore have ye brought 
us lip out of Egypt to die in the wilder- 
ness ? for there is no bread, neither is there 
any water; and our soul loatheth this 
light bread. And the Lord sent fiery ser-

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pents among the people, and they bit the 
people; and much people of Israel died. 
Therefore the people came to Moses, and 
said, 'We have isinned, for we have spoken 
against the Lord, and against thee; pray 
unto the Lord, that he take away the ser- 
pents from us.

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THE SONG OF MOSES. 
Deut. xxxii. 1*— 45. 

Give ear, O ye heavens, and I will 
speak; and bear, O earth,, the words of 
my mouth. My doctrine shall drop as 
the rain, my speech shall distil as the 
dew, as the small rain upon : the tender 
herb, and as the showers upon the grass : 
Because I will publish the name of the 
Lord : ascribe ye greatness unto our God. 
He is the Rock, his work is perfect : for 
all his ways are judgment : a God of truth 
and without iniquity, just and right is he. 
They have corrupted themselves, their 
spot is not the spot of his children : they 
are a perverse and crooked generation, 
Do ye thus requite the Lord, O foolish 
people and unwise ?: is not he thy father 
that hath bought thee ? hath he not made 
thee, and established thee? Remember 
the days of old, consider the years of 
many generations : ask thy father, and he 
will show thee ; thy elders,, and they will 
tell thee« When the Most High, divided 
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to the nations their inheritance, when he 
separated the sons of Adam, he set the 
bounds of the people according to the 
number of the children of Israel. For the 
Lord s portion is his people ; Jacob is the 
lot of his inheritance. He found him in a 
desert land, and in the waste howling 
wilderness ;' he led him about, hq in-* 
)3tructed him, he kept him as the apple of 
his eye. Af^ an eagl^ ^tirreth up her 
nest, fluttereth over h^r yotmg, spreadeth 
abroad her wingis, taketh ibem, beareth 
them on her \srings; Sd the Lord alone 
did lead him, and thej'6 was no straiige 
^od with him. He made him ride on the 
high places of the earth, that he might eat 
the increase of the fields; and he made 
him to suck honey out of the rock, and oil 
out of the flinty rock : Butter of kine, and 
milk of sheep, with fat of lambs, and rams 
of the breed of Bashan, and goats, with 
the fat of kidneys of wheat; and thou 
didst drink the pure blood of the grape. 
But Jeshurun waxed fat, and kicked : 
thou art waxen fat, thou art grown thick. 
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thou art covered with fatness: then he 
forsook God which made hioi^ and lightly 
esteemed the Rock of his salvation. They 
provoked him to jealousy with strange 
gods, with abominatiw^ pmrojffid \they 
him to anger. They saorifiiaed .^ntp deviis, 
not to. God i' to gods wii|om;,tfc«y knew 
not, to mim god^ • that came jiewly up, 
whom yottr.fethers. feared not Of th^ 
Rock that: bagat ib^e thou art unmindful, 
and bast foKgotten iQpd .that <for|»ed thee. 
And iwfheft .the tiOrdr «aw it» he abhorred 
them, bec9Ms$i jof 4be provoking of his sons^ 
and of his daughters. And he said, I 
will hid^^ my face from them, I wiU see 
what their end shall be : for they . are a 
very frows^d generation^ ahildreift iui^hprn 
is notfttith. They have moved me to jea- 
lousy with that which is. not God;. they 
have t)rovoked me to anger with, their 
vanities ; and I will move them to jealousy 
with those which are not a people ; I will 
provoke them to anger with a foolish na- 
tion. For a fire is kindled in mine anger, 
and shall burn unto the lowest hell, and 
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shall consume the earth with her increase, 
and set on fire the foundations of the 
mountains. I will heap mischiefs upon 
them; I will spend mine arrows upon 
them. They shall be burnt with hunger, 
and devoured with burning heat^ and with 
bitter destruction: I will also send the 
teeth of beasts upon them> with the poison 
of serpents of the dust. The sword with- 
out, and terror within^ shall destroy both 
the young man and the virgin, the suck- 
ling also with the man of gray hairs. I 
said, I would scatter them into .corners, I 
would make the remembrance of them to 
cease from among men : Were it not that 
I feared the wrath of the enemy, lest 
their adversaries should behave themselves 
strangely, and lest they should say, Our 
hand is high, and the Lord hath not done 
all this. For they are a nation void of 
counsel, neither is there any understanding 
in them. O that they were wise, that 
they understood this, that they would 
consider their latter end ! How should one 
chase a thousand, and two put ten thou-

sand to flight, except their Rock had sold 
them> and the Lord had shut them up? 
For their rock is not as our Rock, even 
our enemies themselves being judges. For 
their vine is of the vine of Sodom, and of 
the fields, of Gomorrah : their grapes are 
grapes of gall, their clusters; are bitter : 
Their wine is the poison of dragons, and the 
cruel v^nom of asps^ Is not this laid up 
in store with me, and s^led up among my 
treasures? To me belongeth vengeance, 
and recompense : their foot shall slide in

upon them make haste. For the Lord 
shall judge his people, and repent himself 
for his servants, when he seeth that their 
power is gone, and there is none shut up, 
or left.

I will make mine 
arrows drunk with blood, and my sword 
shall devour flesh; and that with the 
blood of the slain and of the captives, from 
the beginning of revenge^ upon the enemy. 
Rejoice, O ye nations, with his people;

Then Solomon assembled the elders of 
Isiaei, and all the heads of the tribes^ the 
chief of the fathers of the chiUren of Israel, 
nntoking^ Solomon' in Jeruaalem, that they 
mij^ht bring up the ark of the covetiant of 
the Lord out of the city ©f David, which is 
Zion.

^^jDi^Rab-shakeh sent messengers again 
ui^^o ^^ekiah^.i^aying, Thus shall ye speak 
to Q^ekiab king, of Judah, Let^ not thy 
God in whom thou trustest deceive thee, 
saying, Jerusalem shall not be delivered 
into flre^ nahd* of the king of Assy riia. . Be- 
hold, thou hast heard what the kings of 
Assyria have done to all lands, by destroy- 
ing ^them utterly : and shalt thou be de- 
livered ? .Have the gods of the nations de- 
livered them which my fathers have de- 
stroyed; as Gozan, and Haran, and Re- 
zeph, and the children of Eden which were 
in Thelasar? Where is the king of Ha- 
math, and the king of Arpad, and the king 
of the city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, and 
Ivah? 
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And Hezekiah received the letter of the 
hand of the messengers^ and read it : and 
Hezekiah went up into the house of the 
Lord, and spread it before the Lord. 

And Hezekiah prayed before the Lord, 
and said, O Lord God of Israel, which 
dweilest between the cherubims, thou art 
the God, even thou alone^ of all the king- 
doms of the earth ; thou hast made heaven 
and earth.

Lord, thine eyes^ and 
see : and hear the words of Sennacherib, 
which hath sent him to reproach the living 
God.

3 Kings xix. 30^37. 

Then Isaiah the son of Amoz sent to 
Hezekiah, saying, Thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, That which thou hast pray- 
ed to me against Sennacherib king of As- 
syria I have heard. This is the word that 
the Lord hath spoken concerning him; 
The virgin the daughter of Zion hath des- 
pised thee^ and laughed thee to scorn ; the 
daughter of Jerusalem hath shaken her 
head at thee. Whom hast thou reproached 
and blasphemed ? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up thine 
eyes* on high ? even against the Holy One 
of Israel. By thy messengers thou hast 
reproached the Lord, and hast said. With 
the multitude of my chariots I am come up 
to the height of the mountains^ to the sides 
of Lebanon, and will cut down the tall 
cedar trees thereof, and the choice fir trees 
thereof: and I will enter into the lodgings 
of his borders, and into the forest of his 
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Carmel. I have digged and drunk strange 
waters, and with the sole of my fe^t have 
I dWed up all the rivers of besieged placies. 
Hast thou not heard long ago how I have 
done it, and of ancient times that I hive 
formed it? now have I brought it to pass, 
that thou shouldest be to lay waste fenced 
cities into ruinous heaps. Therefore their 
inhabitants were of small power, they 
were dismayed and confounded ; they were 
as the grass of the field, and as the ^reen 
herb. a. the grass on the h<.«fee'«>p!.;'a«d 
as corn blasted before it I5e^^i'i5wfe'^u^. 
But I know thy abode, ahd thy ^oft^^ttiit, 
and thy coming in, and thy Tage'igaiiist 
me. Because thy rage against me ^and' tfe^ 
tumult is come up into mine ears, thete- 
fofe I will put my hook in thy nose, knd 
my bridle in thy lips, and I will turn thee 
back by the way by which thou > earnest. 
And this shall be a sign unto thee. Ye 
shall eat this year such things as grow of 
themselves, and in the second year that 
which springeth of the same ; and in the 
third year sow ye, and reap, and plant 
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vineyards, and eat the fruits thereof. And 
the remnant that is escaped of the house of 
Judah shall yet again take root downward, 
and bear fruit upward. For out of Jerusa- 
lem shall go forth a remnant, and they 
th^^t escs^pe out of mount Zion ; the zeal of 
the Lord of hosts shall do this. 

Therefore, thus saith the Lord concern- 
ing the king of Assyria, He shall not come 
into this city, nor shoot an arrow there, 
nor come before it with shield, nor cast a 
bank against it. By the way that he came, 
by the same shall he return, and shall not 
come into this city, saith the Lord. For 
I will defend this city, to save it, for mine 
own sake, and for my servant David's 
sake. 

And it came to pass that night, that the 
angel of the Lord went out,, and smote in 
the camp of the Assyrians an hundred four- 
score and five thousand : and when they 
arose earfy.in the morning, behold, they 
w^,a\l^dead oorpses. So S^nns^ct^erib 
kiflg^jpfj.j\ssyria, departed, .and N«?eAt ftwi 
returned, and dwelt at Nineveh. And it 
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came to pas8, as he was worshipping in 
the bouse of Nisroch bis god, that Adram- 
melecb and Sharezer his sons smote him 
with the sword: and they escaped into 
the land of Armenia. And Esarhaddon 
bis son reigned in his stead.

Look down from heaven, and behold 
from the habitation of thy holiness and of 
thy glory: where is thy zeal and thy 
strength, the sounding of thy bowels and 
of thy mercies toward me ? are they re- 
strained? Doubtless thou art our father, 
though Abraham be ignorant of us, and Is- 
rael acknowledge us not : thou, O Lord, art 
our Father, our Redeemer; thy name is 
from everlasting. O Lord, why hast thou 
made us to err from thy ways, and hardened 
our heart from thy fear ? Return for thy 
servants' sake, the tribes of thine inherit- 
ance. The people of thy holiness have 
possessed it but a little while : our adver- 
saries have trodden down thy sanctuary. 
We are thine : thou never barest rule over 
them ; they were not called by thy name. 

Oh that thou wouldest rend the heavens, 
that thou wouldest come down, that the 
mountains might flow down at thy pre- 
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sence. As when the melting fire burneth, 
the fire causeth the waters to boil, to make 
thy name known to thine adversaries, that 
the nations may tremble at thy presence ! 
When thou didst terrible things which we 
looked not for, thou camest down, the 
mountains flowed down at thy presence. 
For since the beginning of the world men 
have not heard, nor perceived by the ear, 
neither hath the eye seen, O God, beside 
thee, what he hath prepared for him that 
waiteth for him. Thou meetest him that 
rejoiceth and worketh righteousness, those 
that remember thee in thy ways : behold, 
thou art wroth; for we have sinned: in 
those is continuance, and we shall be saved. 
But we are all as an unclean thing, and all 
our righteousnesses are as filthy rags ; and 
we all do fade as a leaf ; and our iniquities, 
like the wind, have taken us away. And 
there is none that calleth upon thy name, 
that stirreth up himself to take hold of thee: 
for thou hast hid thy face from us, and 
hast consumed us, because of our iniqui- 
ties. But now, O Lord, thou art our

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father ; we are the clay, and thou our pot- 
ter ; and we all are the work of thy hand. 
Be not wroth very sore, O Lord, neither 
remember iniquity for ever : behold, see, 
we beseech thee, we are all thy people. 
Thy holy cities are a wilderness, Zion is a 
wilderness, Jerusalem a desolation. Our 
holy and our beautiful house, where our 
fathers praised thee, is burned up with 
fire : and all our pleasant things are laid 
waste. Wilt thou refrain thyself for these 
things, O Lord ? wilt thou hold thypeace, 
and afflict us very sore ?

I am sought of them that asked not for 
me ; I am found of them that sought me 
not : I said. Behold me, behold me, unto 
a nation that was not called by my name. 
I have spread out my hands all the day 
unto a rebellious people, which walketh in 
a way that was not good, after their own 
thoughts ; a people that provoketh me to 
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anggr continually to my face ; that sacri- 
ficeth in gardens, and burnetii incense upon 
altars of brick ; which remain among the 
graves, and lodge in the monuments, which 
eat swine's flesh, and broth of abominable 
things is in their vessels; which say, 
Stand by thyself, come not near to me ; 
for I am holier than thou. These are a 
smoke in my nose, a fire that burneth all 
the day. Behold, it is written before me : 
I will not keep silence, but will recom- 
pense, even recompense into their bosom, 
your iniquities, and the iniquities of your 
&thers together, saith the Lord, which 
have burned incense upon the mountains, 
and blasphemed me upon the hills : there- 
fore will I measure their former work into 
their bosom. Thus saith the Lord, as the 
new wine is found in the cluster, and one 
saith. Destroy it not ; for a blessing is in 
it : so will I do for my servants' sakes, that 
I may not destroy them all. And I will 
bring forth a seed out of Jacob, and out of 
Judah an inheritor of my mountains : and 
mine elect shall inherit it, and my servants 
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shall dwell there. And Sharon shall \jp a 
fold of flocks, and the valley of Achor a 
place for the herds to lie down in, for my 
people that have sought me. But ye are 
they that forsake the Lord, that forget my 
holy mountain, that prepare a table for that 
troop, and that furnish the drink offering 
unto that number. Therefore will I num- 
ber you to the sword, and ye shall all bow 
down to the slaughter: because when I 
called, ye did not answer ; when I spake, 
ye did not hear ; but did evil before mine 
eyes, and did choose that wherein I de- 
lighted not. Therefore, thus saith the Lord 
God, Behold, my servants shall eat, but 
ye shall be hungry : behold, my servants 
shall drink, but ye shall be thirsty : be- 
hold, my servants shall rejoice, but ye 
shall be ashamed : behold, my servants 
shall sing for joy of heart, but ye shall cry 
for sorrow of heart, and shall howl for vex- 
ation of spirit. And ye shall leave your 
name for a curse unto my chosen : for the 
Lord God shall slay thee, and call his ser- 
vants by another name : that he who bless- 
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eth liimself in the earth shall bless himself 
in the God of truth ; and he that sweareth 
in the earth shall swear by the God of 
truth ; because the former troubles are for- 
gotten, and because they are hid from 
mine eyes. For, behold, I create new 
heavens and a new earth : and the former 
shall not be remembered, nor come into 
mind. But be ye glad and rejoice for ever 
in that which I create : for, behold, I create 
Jerusalem a rejoicing, and her people a 
joy. And I will rejoice in Jerusalem, and 
joy in my people : and the voice of weep- 
ing shall be no more heard in her, nor the 
voice of crying. There shall be no more 
thence an infant of days, nor an old man 
that hath not filled his days ; for the child 
shall die an hundred years old ; but the 
sinner being an hundred years old shall be 
accursed. And they shall build houses, 
and inhabit them ; and they shall plant 
vineyards, and eat the fruit of them. They 
shall not build, and another inhabit ; they 
shall not plant, and another eat ; for as the 
days of a tree are the days of my people. 
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and mine elect shall long enjoy the work 
of their hands. They shall not labour in 
vain, nor bring forth for trouble ; for they 
are the seed of the blessed of the Lord, and 
their offspring with them. And it shall 
come to pass, that before they call, I will 
answer ; and while they are yet speaking, 
I will hear. The wolf and the lamb shall 
feed together, and the lion shall eat straw 
like the bullock: and dust shall be the' 
serpent's meat. They shall not hurt nor 
destroy in all my holy mountain, saith the 
Lord. 

Thus saith the Lord, The heaven is my 
throne, and the earth is my footstool: 
where is the house that ye build unto me ? 
and where is the place of my rest ? For all 
those things hath mine hand made, and all 
those things have been, saith the Lord: 
but to this man will I look, even to him 
that is poor and of a contrite spirit, and 
trembleth at my word. He that killeth an 
ox is as if he slew a man ; he that sacri- 
ficeth a lamb, as if he cut off a dog's neck : 
he that ofFereth an oblation, as if he oflTer- 
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ed swine's blood ; he that burneth incense, 
as if he blessed an idol. Yea, they have 
chosen their own ways, and their soul de- 
lighteth in their abominations. I also will 
choose their delusions, and will bring their 
fears upon them ; because when I called, 
none did answer ; when I spake, they did 
not hear : but they did evil before mine 
eyes, and chose that in which I delighted 
not. 

Hear the word of the Lord, ye that trem- 
ble at his word ; Your brethren that hated 
you, that cast you out for my name's sake, 
said, let the Lord be glorified : but he shall 
appear to your joy, and they shall be 
ashamed. A voice of noise from the city, 
a voice from the temple, a voice of the 
Lord that rendereth recompense to his 
enemies. Before she travailed, she brought 
forth ; before her pain came, she was de- 
livered of a man child. Who hath heard 
such a thing ? who hath seen such things ? 
Shall the earth be made to bring forth in 
one day ? or shall a nation be born at once ? 
for as soon as Zion travailed, she brought 
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forth her children. Shall I bring to the 
birth, and not cause to bring forth ? saith 
the Lord: shall I cause to bring forth, 
and shut the womb ? saith thy God. Re- 
joice ye with Jerusalem, and be glad with 
her, all ye that love her: rejoice for joy 
with her, all ye that mourn for her : that 
ye may suck, and be satisfied with 'the 
breasts of her consolations ; that ye may 
milk out, and be delighted with the abun- 
dance of her glory. For thus saith the 
Lord, Behold, I will extend peace to her 
like a river, and the glory of the Gentiles 
like a flowing stream : then shall ye suck, 
ye shall be borne upon her sides, and be 
dandled upon her knees. As one whom 
his mother comforteth, so will I comfort 
you ; and ye shall be comforted in Jerusa- 
lem. And when ye see this, your heart 
shall rejoice, and your bones shall flourish 
like an herb : and the hand of the Lord 
shall be known toward his servants, and 
his indignation toward his enemies. 

For, behold, the Lord will come with 
fire, and with his chariots like a whirlwind. 
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toxender his anger with fury, and his re- 
buke with flames of fire. For by fire and 
by his sword will the Lord plead with all 
flesh : and the slain of the Lord shall be 
many. They 'that sanctify themselves, 
and purify themselves in the garden be- 
hind one tree in the midst, eating swine's 
flesh, and the abomination, and the mouse; 
shall be consumed together, saith the Lord. 
For 1 know their works and their thoughts : 
it shall come, that I will gather all nations 
and tongues; and they shall come, and 
see my glory. 

And I will set a sign among them, and I 
will send those that escape of them unto 
the nations, to Tarshish, Pul, and Lud, 
that draw the bow, to Tubal, and Javan, 
to the isles afar ofi^, that have not heard 
my fame, neither have seen my glory ; and 
they shall declare my glory among the 
Gentiles. 

And they shall bring all your brethren 
for an oficring unto the Lord out of all na- 
tions upon horses, and in^ chariots, and in 
litters^ and upon mules, and upon swift 
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beasts, to my holy mountain Jerusalem, 
saith the Lord, as the children of Israel 
bring an offering in a clean vessel into the 
house of the Lord. And I will also take 
of them for priests and for Levites, saith 
the Lord. For as the new heavens and 
the new earth, which I will make, shall 
remain before me, saith the Lord, so shall 
your seed and your name remain. And it 
shall come to pass, that from one new 
moon to another, and from one sabbath to 
another, shall all flesh come to worship be- 
fore me, saith the Lord. And they shall 
go forth, and look upon the carcases of the 
men that have transgressed against me: 
for their worm shall not die, neither shall 
their fire be quenched : and they shall be 
an abhorring unto all flesh.

If 1 go forth into the field, then behold the 
slain with the sword ! and if I enter into 
the city, then behold them that are sick 
with famine! yea, both the prophet and 
the priest go about into a land that they 
know not.

And at the end of the days, I Nebuchad- 
nezzar lifted up mine eyes unto heaven. 

And mine understanding returned unto 
me. 

And I blessed the most High, and I 
praised and honoured him that liveth for 
ever, whose dominion is an everlasting do- 
minion, and his kingdom is from generation 
to generation. And all the inhabitants of 
the earth are reputed as nothing : and he 
doeth according to his will in the anny of 
heaven, and among the inhabitants of the 
earth : and none can stay his hand, or say 
unto him. What doest thou ? At the same 
time my reason returned unto me ; and for 
the glory of my kingdom, mine honour and 
brightness returned unto me; and my 
counsellors and my lords sought unto me ; 
and I was established in my kingdom, and 
excellent majesty was added unto me. Now 
I Nebuchadnezzar praise and extol and 
honour the King of heaven, all whose works 
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are truth, and his ways judgment : and 
those that walk in pride he is able to 
abase.

TORATION OF JERUSALEM. 

, . . , Dan. ix. 3- — 19. 

Aiid I set my face unto the Lord God, 
ta>s6do by prayer and supplications, with 
fasting^t'dnd sackcloth, and ashes: and I 
prayed unto the Lord my Qod, and made 
myjooafassiDn^ and said, O Lord, the great 
and dreodliil God, keeping the covenant 
and mercy to them that love him, and to 
them that keep his commandments; we 
have sinned, and have committed iniquity, 
and have done wickedly, and have rebelled, 
even by departing from thy precepts and 
from thy judgments: neither have we 
hearkened unto thy servants the prophets, 
which spake in thy name to our kings, our 
princes, and our fathers, and to all the 
people of the land. O Lord, righteous- 
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ness belongeth unto thee, but unto us con- 
fusion of faces, as at this day ; to the mea 
of Judah, and to the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem, and unto all Israel, that are near, and 
that are far off, through all the countries 
whither thou hast driven them, because of 
their trespass that they have trespassed 
against thee. O Lord^ to us belongeth 
confusion of face, to our kings, to our 
princes, and to our fathers, because we 
have sinned against thee. To the Lord 
our God belong mercies and forgivenesses, 
though we have rebelled against him ; nei- 
ther have we obeyed the voice of the Lord 
our God, to walk in his laws, which he set 
before us by his servants the prophets. 
Yea, all Israel have transgressed thy law, 
even by departing, that they might not 
obey thy voice; therefore the curse is 
poured upon us, and the oath that is writ- 
ten in the law of Moses the servant of God, 
because we have sinned against him. And 
he hath confirmed his words, which he 
spake against us, and against our judges 
that judged us, by bringing upon us a great 
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evil : for under the whole heaven hath not 
been done as hath been done upon Jerusa^ 
lem^ As it is written in the law of Moses, 
all this evil is come upon us : yet made we 
not our prayer before the Lord our God, 
that we might turn from our iniquities, and 
understand thy truth. Therefore hath the 
Lord watched upon the evil, and brought 
it upon us : for the Lord our God is righte- 
ous in all his works which he doeth: for 
we obeyed not his voice. And now, O 
Lord our God, that hast brought thy peo- 
ple forth out of the land of Egypt with a 
mighty hand, and hast gotten thee renown, 
as at this day ; we have sinned, we have 
done wickedly. O Lord, according to all 
thy righteousness, I beseech thee, let thine 
anger and thy fury be turned away from 
thy city Jerusalem, thy holy mountain: 
because for our sins, and for the iniquities 
of our fathers, Jerusalem and thy people 
are become a reproach to all that are about 
us. Now therefore, O our God, hear the 
prayer of thy servant, and his supplica*^ 
tions, and cause thy face to shine upon thy 
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sanctuary that is desolate, for the Lord's 
sake. O my Gk>d, incline thine ear, and 
hear : open thine eyes, and behold our de- 
solations, and the city which is called by 
thy name : for we do not present our suppli- 
cations before thee for our righteousnesses, 
but for thy great mercies. O Lord, hear ; 
O Lord, forgive ; O Lord, hearken and do ; 
defer not, for thine own sake, O my God : 
for thy city and thy people are called by 
thy name. 

THE ANSWER TO DANIEL'S PRAYER. 

Dan. ix. 20—27. 

And whiles I was speaking, and praying, 
and confessing my sin and the sin of my 
people Israel, and presenting my supplica- 
tion before the Lord my God for the holy 
mountain of my God ; yea, whiles I was 
speaking in prayer, even the man Gabriel> 
whom I had seen in the vision at the be- 
ginning, being caused to fly swiftly, touch- 
ed me about the time of the evening obla- 
tion. And he informed me, and talked 
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with me^ and said, O Daniel, I am now 
come forth to give thee skill and under- 
standing. At the beginning of thy suppli- 
cations the commandment came forth, and 
I am come to show thee; for thou art 
greatly beloved : therefore, understand the 
matter, and consider the vision. Seventy 
weeks are. determined upon thy people 
and upon thy holy city, to finish the trans- 
gression, and to make an end of sins, and 
to make reconciliation for iniquity, and to 
bring in everlasting righteousness, and to 
seal up the vision and prophecy, and to 
anoint the most Holy. Know therefore 
and understand, that from the going forth 
of the commandment to restore and to 
build Jerusalem unto the Messiah the 
Prince shall be seven weeks, and three- 
score and two weeks : the street shall be 
built again, and the wall, even in troublous 
times. And after threescore and two weeks 
shall Messiah be cut off, but not for himself: 
and the people of the fM'ince that shall 
cqine shall destroy the city and the sanc- 
tuary ; and the end thereof shall be with^ a 
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floods and unto the end of the war desola- 
tions are determined. And he shall con- 
firm the covenant with many for one week : 
and in the midst of the week he shall cause 
the sacrifice and the oblation to cease, and 
for the overspreading of abominations he 
shall make it desolate, even until the con- 
summation, and that determined shall be 
poured upon the desolate.

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unto Tarsbish from the presence of the

Therefore 
the law is slacked, and judgment doth 
never go forth : for the wicked doth com- 
pass about the righteous ; therefore wrong 
judgment proceedeth. 

Hab. i. 5 — 11. 

Behold ye among the heathen, and re- 
gard, and wonder marvellously : for I will 
work a work in your days, which ye will 
not believe, though it be told you.

' Ana tKe word of the Lord came unto Zecha- 
ria%?, 'tliius speaketh the Lord of hosts, say- 
ittig. Execute tf ue j udgment, and show mercy 
atid compassion every man- to his brother: 
and oppress not the widow, nor the father-*^ 
less, the stranger, nor the poor ; and let 
none of you imagine evil against his brother 
in your heart. But they refused to hearken, 
and pulled away the shoulder, and stopped 
their ears, that they should not hear. Yea, 
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they made thteir hearts as an adamant 
stone, lest they should hear the law, and 
the words which the Lord of hosts hath 
sent in his spirit by the former prophets : 
therefore came a great wrath from the Lord 
of hosts. Therefore it is come to pass, 
that as he cried, and they would not hear ; 
so they cried, and I would not hear, saith 
the Lord of hosts : but I scattered them 
with a whirlwind among all the nations 
whom they knew not. Thus the land was 
desolate after them, that no man paiSsed 
through nor returned: for they laid' the 
pleasant land desolate.

Thus saith the 
Lord of ho^ts. Behold, I will save my peo- 
ple fi^^ the east country, and from the 
west country ; and I will bring them, and 
they shall dwell in the midst of Jerusalem! 
and they shall be my people, and I will be 
their God, in truth and in righteousness* 
Thus -saith the Lord of hosts; Let your 
hands be i^trong, ye that hear in these days 
these words by the mouth of the prophets, 
which were in the day that the foundation 
of the house of the Lord of hosts was laid, 
that the temple might be built. For before 
these days there was no hire for man, nor 
any hire for beast ; neither was there any 
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pesbce to him that weat out or came in be- 
cauise of the nffliction : for I set all men 
every one against bis neighboiur. But now 
I will not be unto the residue of this pfl(>- 
{^ as in the former days, saith the Lord 
of hosts. For the seed shall be prosperous ; 
die viae shall give her fruit, and the ground 
shall give her increase, and the h/eavens 
stell giye their dew ; aiad I will cause the 
remnant of this people to possess e^U. th^e 
things. Asid it shall come te^ pass,, that, sa 
ye were a curse among tb^ h[eatb€iP# 
house of Judah, and house of Ibt^I ; ^o 
will I save you, and ye shall betaibteflsiog : 
fear not, but let your bauds > bf^ idiliQl^- 
For thus saith the Lord of hosts; AaJ 
thought to puakh you^ when your f^th^r^ 
provoked me to wrath, saith the Lord of 
hofits, and I repented not : so agaia hOiV^-I 
thought in these days to do well untQiJf^r 
mimlem and to the house of Judah : ft^ 
ye not« These are the things that ye sb^l' 
do; Speak ye every man the truth to bi^ 
nfcigbbour; execute the judgment of truth 
and peace in your gates : and let noae <^ 
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yOM imagine evil in yauf hearts ag^nst 
Mb neighbour; and love no false oath: 
Ibr all these are things that I hate, saith 
tlie Lord. And the word of the Lord 
'bf hosts came unto me, saying, Thus

Now^heriEl was at Joppa a certain disci- 
ple tikM&d IRabitha, which by interpreta- 
fiotfJis^^bgilJed Dorcas ! this woman was 
full of good works and almsdeeds which 
she did. And it came to pass in those 
days, that she was sick, and died : whom 
when, th^y had washed, they laid her in an 
tippeir chamber. And forasmuch as Lydda 
wfite.njgh to J:Oppa, and the disciples had 
hesprd that Peter was there, they sent unto 
him two men, desiring him that he would 
not deky to come to them. Then Peter 
arose and went with them. When he was 
come, they brought him into the upper 
chamber : and all the widows stood by him 
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weepings and shewing the coats and gar- 
ments 'which Dorcas made, while she wjas 
with them. But Peter put them all forth, 
and kneeled down, and prayed ; and tuf n-- 
iug him to the body said, Tabitha, arise^

And she opened her eyes : and when she 
saw Peter, she sat up. And he gave her 
his hand, and lifted her up, and when te 
had called the saints and widows, he pre- 
sented her alive. And it was known through- 
out all Joppa ; and many believed in the 
Lord. 



FOR THE PRAYERS AND ALMS OF COR- 
NELIUS, PETER IS SENT TO HIM. 

Acts x. 1 — 8. 

There was a certain man in Ceesarea 
called Cornelius, a centurion of the band 
called the Italian band, a devout man, and 
one that feared God with all his house, 
which gave much alms to the people, and 
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pfayted to God alway. ' He saw in a tcriJsiiHi 
i&vidently about the nmth hour ^ the day 
ab' migel of God coining in to him; and ^y- 
ift'g unto him, Cornelius. And w^hen he 
loo^ked on him, he was afraid/ and :said^ 
What is it. Lord ? And he said unto him. 
Thy prayers and thine alms are come up 
for a memorial before God. And now send 
men to Joppa, and call for one Simon, 
whose surname is Peter : he lodgeth with 
one Simon a tanner, whose house is by 
the sea side ; he shall tell thee what thou 
ojaghtest to do. And when the angel which 
spake .unto Cornelius was departed, he 
called two of his household servants, and 
a devout soldier of them that waited on 
him continually ; and when he had de- 
clared iall these things unto thefm, he sent 
them to Joppa. 

Acts x. 9—29. 

On the morrow, as they went on their 
journey, and drew nigh unto the city, Pe- 
ter went up upon the housetop to pray, 
about the sixth hour : and he became very 
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hMgry, iaiid W(mld^bave ^aten t but White 
tfc^y ihad« ready, he feH into a t+anceV 
Aad saw heaven opened, and a cert^id 
vessel descending unto him, as it had tieeti* 
a gr^at sheet knit kt the four corners, slftd 
Ifet down to the earth: wherein were all 
ifeaniier of foiirfooted beasts of th6 edbrffl; 
i3tM*wild Ueai^ts, and <5reeping things, arid 
fbwis oif tfee air. And there came a voice 
tfci hirii,^ Ride, Peter, kill, and eat. ^Btit 
Feter said; Not s6. Lord ; for t haVe iiev^i^ 
eaten any thing that iiscommdn tii^tiiieteMi/ 
And the voice spake unto hito' iagaitt-^He 
second time. What God hath cleansetf/'ftialt 
call not thou common. Thisf'wds^Bik^^ 
thrifce : and the vessel was r<eceiYed*'tl|^ 
agbiri i6to heaven. Now While Pfete^' 
doubted In himfeelf what this visitfn '^hitSh 
he had ^een should mean, behold; the niien' 
which were sent from Cornelius had mad^' 
enquiry for Simon's house, and stood be- 
fbite the gate. And called, and asked whe- 
ther Simon, which was surnamed Peter; 
wfere lodged there; . . '

And as he talked with him, he went in. 
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and found many that were come together. 
And he said unto them. Ye know how thptt 
it is an unlawful thing for a man that is a 
Jew to keep company, or come unto (me 
of another nation ; but God hath showed 
me that I should not call any man commoft 
or unclean. Therefore came I unto yon 
without gainsaying, as soon as I was sent 
for: I ask therefore for what intent ye 
have sent for me ? 

Acts x. 34—48. 

Then Peter opened his mouthy audi said^ 
Of a truth I perceive that God is nq.rer 
specter of persons : but in every natHup^ hf 
that feareth him^ and worketh righteoU9.* 
ness, is accepted with him. The woihI 
"which God sent unto the childlreii of /Is- 
rael, preaching peace by Jesus Ghridt: 
(he is Lord of all :) that word, I say, ye 
know, which was published throughout 
all Judaea, and began from Galilee, after 
the baptism which John preached ; how 
God anointed Jesus of Nazareth witli the 
Holy Ghost and with power : who w^Jit 
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abdut doing good, and hfealing iill thftt were 
iJppressed of the devil ; for God was with 
liim. And we are witnesses of all things 
which he did both in the knd of the JeWd, 
knd in Jerusalem ; whom they slew and 
hanged on a tree : him God raised up the 
third day, and showed him openly ; not to 
all the people, but unto witnesses chofetti 
befdre of God, even to us, who did eat 
and drink with him after he rose from the 
dead. And he commanded us to preach 
unto the people, and to testify that it is he 
>ti^hich w^s <!>rdained of God to be the Judge 
of quick and dead. To him gire all the 
|tfofyb^ts' witness, that through his hame 
whos()iever believeth in him sbali rifeceivfe 
t^ecnissioil of sins. 

IWhile P6tet yet spake these Votdfe, the 
Hdty Ghost fell on all them which heard 
the word. And they of the circumcision 
whibh believed were astonished, as many 
» x^me with Peter, because that ori the 
tS'eiitiles also was poured out the gift of 
the Holy Ghost. For they heard them 
i^ak with tongues, and magnify* Goll 
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Then ansiff ored, Peterv Cot wynian ftnrbid 
water, that these should not be baptised, 
which have received the Holy Ghost as 
well as we ? And he (iommanded them to 
toe baptised in the name of the Lord;

Now Herod the king stretched 'f(t}fr& 'his 
hands to vex certain of the <Dhuiteh^'l ^j)(i»l 
he killed James the brotheif^^f J>otin :«^h 
the sword. And because he saw i£ pleaded 
the Jews, he proceeded fod their tb tsdce 
Peter also. (Then were the days of unh 
leavetied bread.) And when he had a^ 
prehendM him, be put him in prif90ii,'fa&d 
delivered him to four quaternions of s0l- 
diers to keep him ; intending after Eastier 
to bring him forth to the people. 

Peter therefore was kept in prison : but 
prayer was made without ceasing of the 
Church unto God for him.
